The Philadelphia Becord's calculat- 


ing barber says: "I see that your shoe- 
strings are tied in bowknots.

It is at the end of 
this rime that it begins to ripen natu- 
rally, and the effort of tho banana im- 
porter is to have the fruit gathered at 
the last possible moment, and yet before 
the ripening has progressed even enough 
to tinge the bright green of the fruit 
with yellow.

difference in the weight of the frnit of 
perhaps 26 per cent, and all the differ-
